Before I enter upon any Obfervations on 


the Nature of the Thing, 1 cannot but Di- 


- vert the Reader with the Worthy Remarks 


of a certain News Letter of late, fo often 


4 quoted by me, I mean Mr. Dyer’s Letter, 


which having been very brief in relating this

“© we Confider the Fury, and what Sheriffs we 


* have. 
It is not the Bufinefsof this Paper to Vin- 


dicate the Sheriffs of London, or to ftate 


their Charaéter 5 nor do I fee any Need they 


have of i¢; buti cannot but fay fomething 


to the Suggeftion, of Packing our Ju- 
ries. 

Nothing is more certain, than that in the 
late Reigns, Evidence was firft Suborn’d 
and Procur’d to Invent Crimes, and form a 
Charge, and Juries Pack’d to bring the Per- 
fons in Guilty, right or wrong; by which 
means, Innocent Men were hurried to Exe- 
cution, infundry Places; Innumerable Op- 
prefiions, Murthers, and Invafions of Pras 
perty followed, and tle Parliament of Eng- 
land has been put to the Trouble of Rever- 
fing the Sentences, and Attainders of fuch 
Men, who fuffered by the Exorbitant and 
Cruel Proceedings of thofe Times, thereby 
Tacitly Declaring the faid Executions to be 
Murther in their Nature, and Illegal in 
their Method. 

The Prattice of thefe, Things was Damn’d 
by the Revolution, and the Declaration of 
Right, which the Pecple of Eagland made, 
when the Crown was Setled upon King W7il- 
liam, Efeually Branded them as Illegal 
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“dnd Arbitrary ; and fince thofe Times, I 


may Challenge the worft Enemy of the 
Conftitution, to fhew us when, or in what 
particular, this Piaétice was ever revived, 
the City of Coventry lately excepted. , 
Gentlemen, if Juries have been Pack’d, 
why has any Body been Acquitced, or any 
found Guilty, contrary to the Minds of the 
Sheriffs ? Why, in the Cafe of the Affaffina- 
tion-Plot, was not Evidence procur'd where 
it was wanting, and Men found Guilty upon 
Trifling Circumftances ? ’ 
Why, if the Sheriffs of Londom had Pack d 
a Jury in the Cafe of the Tryal of the 0b- 
Jirvator, was he not Acquitted, and the Peo- 
ple Gratified in the Cafe, whether juftly, or 
10? Why fhould not Whiggifh Sheriffs have 


return’d a Whiggifb Jury, to do the Work, 


and Proteét a Man whofe Caute they really 
approved ? 

If any Tryals have gone contrary to Ex- 
peétation, and contrary to Wbiggifh Deligns, 
while there have been at the fame time Wbig- 
&ifp Sheriffs, it muft be a certain Sign, that 
the Juries were not Pack’d, but that the 
Pannels running in courfe, according to Ju- 
ftice and the Law, all things were left to 
their proper Channel, asin like Cates they 
Ought, and 28-in Moderate Juft Govern- 
ments they always do; and tet them fhew a 
better Rule to Judge by. 

Thev might as we tell me, The Jury was 
Pack’d in Kent, becaufe they did not bring 


-in Guilty the Foot re who hired the Sol- 


der at Sheerne/s, for the Mursher as it prov'd 
of the Scorcbman at Queenior ough 3 the Judge 
himfelf,as wef as all the Auditory who Fudg’d 
according to Law and Reafon, expecting it. 

*Tis obfervable, when Juries were Pack’d, 
Caules always Correfpond with the Courfe 
of the Times 3 whoever was to be Con- 
demn’d, was fure to be Condemn’d-; the 
Drodgery was always done, and the Inftan- 
ces are:fo tew of the contrary} that they are 
not worth Naming, . 

Why are not all Caufes carried now, and 
more purfued ? If Juries were Pack’d, thefe 
Things would certainly follow. 

But to come tu the Cafe im Hand; The 
prefent Affair requires no-Pack ; to have had 
the Memorial oftered tothe Jury, and they. 
to have refuled it, would indeed. have requi- 
red a Pack’d Jury; but to.Empannel a Jury 


of Courfe, no Jury Impartially Summon’d 
in due Courfe, would have refufed it; lam 
verily perfwaded, that it would be very hard 
to finda Set of Men taken in Courfe as they 
live, any where in England, that would not 
have prefented this Book as a Libel. The 
Church of England Gentleinen, all overthe 
Nation, at leaft fuch whole Eyes are opened — 
to the real Danger of the Church, from the 
Facobire and Popifh Principles, are juftly. ale 
larm’d at it; Ic cannot but Startle a True 
Son of the Exglifh Church, to hear Men 
Talk of Nuture RebeLing agin Principle, to 
hear them Talk of the Church refolving mot 
10 bear this Ufage from she Queen, or her 
Miniftry; he thac does not duly Refent fuch 
Treatment as this, cannot be either a Loyal 
Sadje&, ora True Churchman. 

Tam told, That it has been Objeéted in 
Prine (the’ f have not feen it) that this Pa- 
per implies in one place, a farther or larger 
Anfwer might or ought to he given to this 
Memorial; and at another time, That ic 
Merits not fo much Regard; from whence 
thefe W:ld Philofophers imply, this Paper 
Contradiéts it felf; 1 think it would not be 
otherwife worth this Notice, by way of Re- 
ply, but that it comes of Courfe to fay, 

The Memorial, as a Rapfody of Lyes, 
Contradi&tions, and Infulting Reproacheson 
the Government, Deferv’d no Anfwer trom 
the Government, otherthan what it hasre- 
ceiv’d from the Hand of the Hangman; and’ 
that fuitable Contempt had been the more 
its due, by how much the more it had found 
Advocates among thofe whofe Duty and Plz- 
ces, as well as Loyalty and Religion, ought 
to lead them to an Abhorrence of it, 

On the other Hand, the Arguments in 
that Book, as they refpeét the Party Efpon- 
fing them, Deferve to be Difleted, that Ig- 
norant Wellsnemning Men may not be 
Weedled and Deluded by the Artifice of 
Words, to belicve fach Abfurdities and Abu- 
fes.as arethere put together. 

Ie ought, withouc doubs, to provoke the 
Indignatiou of every True Church of Eng- 
land Man, as well as every Proteftant, and of 
every Loyal Subjegé to the Queen, to hear a. 
Man, who dares'ret thew his Face to his Wri- 
tings,: Brand the Queen with Deferting the 
Church, the..Bilhops with Betéaying the 
Church, the Miniftry with abufing the Nu- 
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*, itis impoffible, 2 Man that wifhes well to 


is Native Country, can look back on thefe 


_ Things, without fuch a Deteftaion. of the 


Principle, asno Man can well exprefs; and 
this appears very Honourably in the Sentence 
pafs’d on this Book, by the Publick Juftice 
of the City; an Example well fet to all the 
Nation, and which, if it be not Imitated, will 
at leaft Inform Her Majefty, and all her Mi- 
nifters of State, that the City of London has 
a Degree of Loyalty for her Perfon, and

The Church of England, Eftablifh’d by 
Law, is an “Ambiguous Convertible Term ; 
the Fapifts fay, Theirs is the Church of Eng- 
land by Law, for they are the Ancient 
Church, and all the Laws fet up fince, are 
void in their own Nature, as made by an 
Ufurp’d Authority, and an Heretical Affem- 
bly of Invaders of the Church. 

The Jacobites, who rejeét the prefent Set- 
tlement in Church and State, fay the fame 
thing, That theirs is the Church of England 
Eftablifh’d by Law, the Laws made fince be- 
ing Void in their own Nature, as made by 
an Ufurp’d Authority.
